Mineral Producton. 

According to the Enginttrins 
ani Mining JtmmmlliM total value 

of the mineral and tnctal produc- 
tion of the United States for 1897 
was l76a,o6t, 106,' which figures 
show an increase of ?iS. 290,22s 
over 1896. The most prominent 
item of value was coal, the total 
being 194,500,000 short tons, or 
8,000,000 tons more than in 1896 
with a value of fsos,ooo,ooo. Of 
this 145,000,000 tons, valued at 
(118,700,000 was bituminous, and 
this notwithstnnding the big coal 
strike. '-The United States has 
not only been the heaviest pro- 
ducer qf gold, iron, steel, copper, 
lead and zinc, but lias also been a 
large exporter, sending abroad 
128,300 tons of copper, f55,ooo,- 
000 worth of silver, nearly 200,- 
000 tons of pig iron, aod a large 
quantity of steel jind manufactured 
products." 

Nearly everything increased 
largely in quantity but was cheaper 
than in i8g6.

Cornstali( Revolution. 
One of the most important dis- 
coveries ot the last year was the 
new use for romstallta, which 
Edward Atkinson discusaaa in the 
Boston Globe: 

"l^he most notable discovery of 
the year workxjn..t,w«„fliK'^/^8Fn'- 
stalfc.' The claims are made, and 
apparently sustained, for the con- 
version of dry cornstalks into two 
useful substances — cornstalk meal 
freed from cellulose or pith, and 
dry pith or cellulose freed from 
cornstalk meal. The first may 
add to the cattle food of the coun- 
try a digestible, nutri'ous food 
equal to the beat of hay, and more 
than equal in quantity in the 
present hay crop of the I nited 
States. Nearly the whole of this 
product of cornstalks has been 
previously wasted. 

"If the claims which are made 
about the use of cellulose in naval 
conatruction are sustained, it is 
possible, even probable, that all 
the existing large battleships of 
the navies of the world ;ir.- worth 
less for offense or (lefcn.se. It is 
possible, evtn probable, that the 
next development will be a steel 
ram enveloped in cornstalk cellu 
lose, unsinkable and impregnable, 
before which every existing type of 
battleship or cruiser must go 
down, ending naval war and tlu 
necessity of coast defense. Notli j 
ing more visionary or apparently! 
absurd can be put before your 
readers, yet such is the pomise of 
the cornstalk." 



Frankfort, Jan. le.— The Re-

STORM NEAR HANSON. 
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Railroads and Qood^Roads. 
From Mannfaetarart' Record. 

It is announced that the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad has 
agreed to give free trans- 
portation over Its lines to 
delegates to the Alabama Good 
Koads Convention at Anniston. 
This is in line with the progressive 
policy of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad, which is contribut- 
ing so much to the development 
of its territory. A narrow view 
might lead to u conclusion that the 
building of good roads for general' 
use by vehicles would tend to the 
disadvantage of the railroads, in 
that it would diminiih the latter's 
traffic. But the contrary is the 
case. The extensive truck farms 
in the South, for instance, would 
not yield their handsome returns, 
even with excellent roads, if their 
only market were cities and towns 
within reach by wagon. Without 
good roads leading to convenient 
shipping points the railroads would 
hardly contribute to the profits of 
the farms. But by the combina- 
tion o( roads upon which products 
may be most econimically hauled 
to the depot and railroads giving 
quick transporution to the larger 
markets, a State should reach its 
highest development, agricultur- 
ally, and the same time present 
the best opportunities for an in- 
crease in its industrial importance.

5tcf«tary of Agrtculturo Strlv- 
lagto Havo ThcM Thiags 
Raised at Homo. 



Washington, D. C, Jan. 10, 
1898. — At this beginoiog of the 
new year, it is not unseemly to 

Inn1< bnck and note some of the 
tilings w'tich the Department of 
Agriculture lins done since i'resi- 
dent McKinle\'s inauguration 
March last. 

Secretary Wilson caine into of- 
fice and found that the Depart- 
ment had been practically stand- 
4)g still during the past four years, 
il not indeed actually retrograd- 
ing in mail)- respects. Si'cretary 
Morton had been zealous in at- 
tempting to suppress tin- free dis- 
tribution of steds pi()vide<l tor t<y 
Congress, and had developed a 
mania for turniflg back monoy ioto 
the Treasury. Although he re- 
duced expenses in various ways by 
simply stopping work which liad 
been going on, lie rontiiiued eacii 
)ear to make lu ^ (nii t - timatcs lo 
Congress, so that at the end of the 
year he would have a large balance 
of unused funds to turn ioto the 
Treasury. But the farmers o( the 
country kn'w :.ftliin:,' of his works, 
other than til y.i < him roasi'.d in 
tlic grange and aKricultural pa- 

poro. Wilii klto prooonk ^ecrol:irv 

the case is markedly different. 

Long in advance of the enact- 
ment of the Dingley tariff law fix- 
ing the duty on sugar,thc new Sec- 
retary began investigating the 
111 et sugar proposition anil iniiuc- 
iliatcly commenced operations 
looking to t)u; trial h) the farmers 
in every part of the country of 
sugar-beet seeds, with a view to 
having the beets tested in the fall 
and determining what sections 
could raise beets profitably from 
the sugar standpoint. One hun- 
dred million dollars, the Secretary 
said, was annually sent abroad for 
sugar and there was no reason 
why the farmers of the United 
States should not raise that sugar 
themselves. Events appear to be 
amply justifing the Secrotary's 

ftr^ictions. Tbe tests of beets 
rom all over the country show 
that we have soil and climate 
which will grow superior beets to 
any raised in the old world, 
whence we import our sugar, and 
enough of suen soil to not only 
produce our own sugar but to sup- 
ply half the rest of the world. The 
result of the tests are that beet- 
sugar factories representing mill- 
ions of dollars of capital are go- 
ing up in various sections, and 
next year will see a practically new 
and very considerable crop in the 
raising of sugar beets. 

The Secretary immediately put 
under way efforts to secure new 
and valuable seeds, especially 
those of a nitrogen jiroilucing char- 
actor, whii;li would proiluci a fine 
quality of lean meat for our export 
trade rather than the fats which 
had previously been called for by 
foreigners. New seeds when re- 
ceived by the Department are im- 
riediately sent out to the govern- 
mental experiment stations in the 
different States, and the sections 
where they will best thrive are 
* -^'■•rmincd before any gen- 



vantage over any individual for 
llie testing of seeds, as it can 
from a central point direct experi- 
mentation including the various 
thermal lines throughout the entire 
country. 

Another undertakiog which the 
Seerettry was qakk to commence 
was th^ opening and widening of 

foreign markets for our meats and 

our dairy proilucts. N'arious in- 
(luities were made by our special 
agents 111 Ivngland and elsewhere 
as to tkie kind of butter desired and 
the style ol package and the ^\/.e, 
and arrangements were made with 
steamship and refrigerator com 
paniea to carry samples of the best 
products of our dairies, the result 
being lliat a considerable and con- 
stantly growing foreign market lias 
been developed for oar bnttera and 
cheeses. 

The Secretary has also directed 
investigations as lo the exportation 
of fine bred Dorset and cattle. He 

finds a ready mirket in Europe, 
the only difficulty being that our 
people have not heretofore seemed 
to know what was re(|iiired by the 
Kiiropians. 1 hey have sent over 
a poor class of liorses from many 
sections and gotten poor returns 
and thus in many cases become 
discouraged, whereas the European 
army ofllcon want high bred, met- 
tlesome horses, and, ii suited, are 
willing to pay high prices for them. 
The Secretary says no country in 
tlie world can compete with us in 
the raising of this hne stock. We 
have the pasture and tbe grain for 
the breeding of fin* and fancy 
horses and cattle, tho two requisttes 
to tbe highest success in this line. 
The same thing is true of sheep 
and hogs. 

Secretary Wilson is a great be- 
liever in the diversil'tcation of farm 
crops and lias worked diligently 
along on these lines. He has care- 
fully estimated tbat, including 
sugar, this country pays annually 
to foreigners in tho neighborhood 
of $400,000,000 for farm products, 
most of which this country is ca- 
pable of producing, and his ambi- 
tion is to produce the bulk of these 
articles. He has a hundred irons 
in the fire looking to this end, 
and the busy hustling conditions 
of the present Department of Ag- 
riculture presents a distinct con- 
trast to the dull, sleepy atmos- 
phere incident to the last Secre- 
tary's administration. Every chief 
of every division of the Department 
has been imbued with new life and 
each one has his coat ofi and is 
running that division on full time 
and at full speed.
